mystery of all mysteries, 

The next generation is to grapple -with these, 
and from no lips of so-called statesmen—from 
types of crippled and gagged presses—from no pul¬ 
pit taking its voice from its pews—are they likely 
to hear the truth, the whole truth, necessary to 
prepare these millions. For it is not colleges, it ‘ 
not bayonets, it is not wealth, it is not classes that 
hold the helm of government here. Our fathers, 
when they caine away from Europe, repudiated 
hierarchy and nobility, and all class distinctions, 
and undertook to found a state on simple, un¬ 
conditional manhood. It was not the rieh man, 
it was not the educated man, it was not the well¬ 
born man—it was Man. The unit for American 
calculation was to be Man, without regard to his 
accidents. The Northern States travelled onward, 
building constantly better than they knew, and in 
1789 neared the goal of this theory. We began in 
Massachusetts. No man that was not a church- 
member could be a voter. In Ehode Island, no 
man voted unless he owned land, or was the eldest 
of one who owned if. But gradually, to some 
extent better now than what they were before, the 
North travelled onward almost to the realization of 
the great idea which planted America. And if it 
had not realized it, it at least acknowledged it. If 
it did not practice it, it at least believed in it. It 
theorized on that basis. Meanwhile, south of Ma¬ 
son and Dixon’s line, there had gone up a civiliza¬ 
tion as distinctly un-American, and as essentially 
an, as Vienna itself. It was a civilization, 
noble, divided by caste, recognizing birth, race, 
distinctions ; repudiating manhood, acknowledg¬ 
ing its accidents. In 1789 God offered to our 
fathers the problem of putting these two antagon¬ 
istic elements into one government. Well, we 
sometimes imagine, because our fathers had not 
the courage to deal justly with the problem, that 
they did not perceive it—that it was ignorance, 
and not cowardice, that induced the great compro¬ 
mise of 1789. On the contrary, you very well 
know (for Mr. Seward, before he lost his brains in 
1858, told ns) that in 1789 our fathers understood 
the problem as well as we do ; that they knew the 
desperate effort they were attempting ; they knew 
the irreconcilable nature of the two civilizations 
that they were endeavoring to crush together into 
one great harmonious nation. But he says the 
fathers hoped—though they did not expect—the 
fathers Imped that the friction of political agita¬ 
tion, that the mere friction of party would wear 
out the “ irrepressible conflict,” this fundamental 
antagonism ; and perhaps—one chance in a dozen 
—the nation would float into the open sea without 
an actual conflict. You and I know well, the frtdt 
which that moment, not of ignorance, but of 
timidity, bore. You know that after 70 years of 
angry agitation the war broke out, the flames 
burst up ; in fact, to the eye of a thoughtful man, 
the machine went to pieces. 

As I said when I was here before, our fathers 
took a cannon, filled it half full with poYvder, filled 
up the rest with lighted coals, plugged it, and 
hoped it would not burst. Well, in ’61 it did 
burst, and then commenced the divergence of 
American Statesmanship, as it is called. Into 
channel sailed the moderate, honored, re¬ 
spectable heads of the Bepublican party : the mar¬ 
tyr President led. Honest ? Yes, in every drop 
of his blood ; yet—Whig in Bis training, and Whig 
in the very foundation of all his ethics—his tap- 
Irootwas Whiggery. Bepublicanisin was the na¬ 
tural child of the Whig party, as the Whig party 
the natural child of the Federal party ; and I 
think these the honestest three parties that ever il¬ 
luminated the genealogy of American politics. But 
the great defect of the Bepublican leaders in the 
Summer of 1861 was a constitutional defect bor¬ 
rowed from their training. Like all that line, from 
Alexander Hamilton down to Abraham Lincoln, 
they believed in God—to their honor be it remem¬ 
bered ; but they did not believe in the people. 
The distinction which separated them from the 
Democratic line was that the Democrats believed 
__ neither. (Laughter and applause.) Now, 
when in the Summer of 1861 the cannon bnrst, 
the great elements assumed their antagonistic 
and natural position, and the question came, 
What oBii.ll we do ? Can the people be trusted ? 
Can we build securely on the convictions of] 
the multitude ? This class of statesmen said, No ; 

1’t do, to rely upon them. They are 
not ready for this great problem. Lin¬ 
coln saw before him three weapons—public 
opinion, arms, and slavery. Practically, he said 
to himself: “I will exhaust every drop of blood, 
will spend every dollar, and then, perhaps, if those 
fail, driven to the wall in the last emergency, I 
will lift to my right hand that weapon of slavery. 
Meantime, the North Star to which my course 
oBfl.ll ever tend shall be to save this nation, as neai 
possible, in the likeness in which it was created 
1789,” Mr. Seward sent to Europe assurances, 
by every Minister, that the nation would finish 
this conflict and not change the status of a single 
individual Congress, on the 22d day of July, 
1861, resolved that we would wage this war to its 
consummation, and not cross the barrier of 
si ogle State to touch its institutions. And as

(Laughter and applause.) In other words, the 
statesmanship of the Bepublican party said, “Put 
the pieces of that cannon carefully together, put 
the same powder, the same live coals, and the 
ae plug, and hope it won’t happen again.” 
(Laughter.) It is an exact, perfect, and indisput¬ 
able representation of the idea that ruled in the 
Summer of 1861. 

And, meanwhile, diverging in the other line was 
what was called fanaticism. It was represented by 
Fremont, by Butler, by Hunter, by Gen. Phelps, 
by Sumner, by Stevens. (Applause.) These men 
said : “ Look the situation squarely in the face ; 
know, and confess that you know, that slavery lies 
at the root of this difficulty, that this is the great 
trouble our fathers tried to exorcise, and they have 
not succeeded. Begin now and dig down to the 
principal granite, strike at the root of the rebellion, 
throttle slavery the very first moment; and in 
throttling it, kill the rebellion and insure home- 
geneily, similar ity, oneness, the nation over, ever 
afterward. ” In other words, these statesmen said : 
“ The compromises of the Constitution were a i 
screen between the American magistrate and the 
system of slavery. He had no right to see it. He 
had no right to discriminate its character. But 
when that gun sounded at Sumter, the screen 
shrivelled, and for the first time since ’89 an Aineri-

In a country like ours, represent¬ 
ing nothing but public opinion, where, as we see 
j sadly the last two months, whenever there is a 
mDpo6ed change in the public thought, all the 
Jltforces of society hasten to adjust themselves 
^ a country like ours, wherein on 6,000,000 
of baUot-wielders Providence flings every genera¬ 
tion a new issue, keenly and angrily dividing 
jociety, it is manifest that the first concern of 
every patriot is, Education, in the broad sense of 
that term ; that if he^pows any duty most incum¬ 
bent upon him, it is to hasten to see that he puts 
intelligence upon one side and morality on the 
other of the baby and adult footsteps which lead 
„p to this great national power. Now, go back 
with me 30 years, to which my friend has just re¬ 
ferred ; remember the isolation and martyrdom to 
which the Anti-Slavery movement consigned all its 
friends. The pulpit gave it <, wide berth; the 
press could not afford to teach it; politics ignored 
it. The time was wb.^n England tried her great 
experiment, in 1838,,intheWestIndies, that not even 
a fee could induce a New England journal to open 
its column^ to the duty of that experiment. If 
men haA not obeyed better motives, the voice of 
that movement would have been silenced then. If 
it had been, if no lips had had the courage to 
speak, and no neck had been willing to take up 
that yoke, where would have been the nation in 
1861 when that gun at Sumter summoned it to its 
great duty ? Manifestly, in a country like ours, 
there must be some power with no immediate plan 
to cany, no candidate to elect, but which is bold 
enough and disinterested enough to trample on 
prejudices, to offend the community, and to drag 
forward for 30 years an angry question and chain 
it in the very midst of the people, and force them 
to let the light through it, to become acquainted 
with it, to grapple with it, and to be prepared 
for the duties which knowledge enjoins. Now, you 
know, without at all going into details, that the 
pulpit is no agency for this. It does not pretend 
even to undertake it. You know, that politics, of 
its very nature, remembers to forget this duty. H 
you were Democrats and I your speaker, or Bepub- 
licans, and I jstood here to-night for you, you 
Nrrald not allow me—much less expect me—you 
would not allow me to go one atom in the dis¬ 
cussion of any new question beyond the line that 
would be absolutely certain to secure the greatest 
•mount of political support to-morrow. Mere im¬ 
mediate availability is the law of political dis¬ 
cussion ; it is the bricks, and clay, and straw,

This was called fanaticism ; that 
, statesmanship, 
j A class of men are everlastingly deluding 
themselves with a grand-sounding word—states¬ 
manship : when a man, muddled in his own 
ideas and unable to see an inch ahead, conceives 
some intellectual abortion and nobody recognizes 
its proportions, he calls it statesmanship (laughter 
and applause), and we all sit down and put our 
hands on our mouths. Whereas, statesmanship 
does not consist in sitting under a gilded roof 
marble floor and a velvet cushion, with a long title 
to your name. Statesmanship is only common 
Statesmanship is when a man, knowing 
the need of his own day, is able to chain the 
public of his own time to cure the need. That 
matter where it resides. And, 
years hence, when history lights its torch to 
find out the statesmanship of 1867, they will nei¬ 
ther go to the War Office in London, nor to the 
Tuileries in Paris. They will go to that rooky 
island on the shores of Italy, where an imprisoned, 
and as they say, defeated man, eats his own heart; 
and history will say that it was Garibaldi that 
knew what Italy needed. (Loud applause.) And 
that is statesmanship. Why, when that gun 
sounded at Sumter in 1861,1 had a merchant friend 
whose ship laid in Norfolk Navy-Yard, all disman¬ 
tled, and he telegraphed to his officers there, “ Get 
her afloat; no matter what condition she is in; get 
her afloat! ” And the captain obeyed orders, and 
to-day, between Boston and Canton, that ship gal¬ 
lantly plies with his rich cargoes. That same tele- 
egraph brought news to the Secretary of the Navy 
that the United States had 33,000,000 worth of mu¬ 
nitions of war in rebel waters, but he, sitting on 
red tape, let them alone, and the South took pos¬ 
session of them, and fought us. with our own wea¬ 
pons for four years. Some people would say that 
the Bureau of the Navy is the experience of the 
government, and that my friend was a trader ; but 
fifty years lienee, v when men look back on our day, 
they will say that that merchant sitting in his 
counting-house had a statesman’s brain, and that 
the Secretary sitting in his official chair was a fool. 

And so it is exactly with the statesmanship of to¬ 
day. It is all common sense. There is no mistake 
about it, but the worst of it is that we shall act 
upon it twelve months too late. Look back to 1861. 
To-day there is not a Democrat, or a Conservative 
of any mind—who does not acknowledge 
that we wasted 1861 and 1862 ; that we wasted 
billion dollars, and a quarter of a million of 
valuable lives, the choicest in the country—men 
who rushed to the front for an idea, without bounty 
hope of reward, and in the full loyalty of their 
hearts devoted themselves to the great idea of na¬ 
tionality, and we buried them under the sod of 
Virginia without any result. We now acknowledge 
that that was a mistake. We now see the absurd 
prejudices which blinded us, and which ride us 
now like nightmares. We remember only to blush 
at our folly of 1861-1862. Do you not remember 
how we tottered along, spending blood and treas¬ 
ure, and when the cloud grew blackest,, at the end 
of 1862, wo began to ask, “ Will the negro fight ? ” 
And then we sent to France, and wanted to know 
how the blacks' fougbt in Algiers, and we imported 
German ethnology and metaphysics to dream over, 
and dug up Herodotus; and, hunting up the 
schemes of all ages, we stumbled forward ; and 
shutting our eyes and shuddering, we came at last 
to the conclusion that we would risk it, and see if 
the negro would fight. That Yvas statesmanship ! 
Now common sense would have said, “ Will the ne¬ 
gro fight ? Why, of course he will!—is there any 
animal that wifi not fight ? Will a negro work ? 

-Is there any being into whom God has put a sto¬ 
mach who will not work ? Why, the great main¬ 
spring of all civilization and progress is necessity.” 
Common sense would have saved us a thousand mil¬ 
lions of dollars, and a quarter million of lives, but 
we made ourselves the slaves of prejudice, and, 
shutting up our own hearts and our own convic¬ 
tions, we drifted on until 1863 ; and the moment ] 
touched the talisman, justice, the moment we 
dismissed onr doubts and became regardless of race, 
sailed on through Antietam, Gettysburg and At¬ 
lanta, to the crowning victory at Bichmond. (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

Now, we stand in the same relative position to¬ 
day exactly. I said here two years ago that if 
1861 the government had let out this 
contract to one hundred Yankees, such men as build 
railroads to the Pacific, men of enterprise, men who 
carry more brains in their hands than other men 
do in their heads, wide awake men, men who 
spect the great business principle, the very golden 
rule of all statesmanship, “the greatest result 
the shortest time, at the least expense,” this war 
would have soon terminated. Business knows no 
prejudice. Business knows n< 
dispassionate-as ice. It i 
mote of prejudice as the blue 
had sent such a hundred men 
to South Carolina in 1861—business men, under 
contract—yon would have saved all those lives and 
all that treasure. Those men would have said : 

are eight million white men—all rebels ; 
and here are four million negroes of unimpeachable 
loyalty. What shall we do ? Why, build on loy¬ 
alty, no matter whether black or white ! ” They 
would have lost themselves in no dream of the 
taphysical theory of races. The contractor, when 
he sends cut for a thousand men to dig on the Pa¬ 
cific railroad, does not ask whether they be white, 
Chinese, mulatto, or negro, so long as they can per¬ 
form the work. If they can dig, he hires them. 
But we all know that this will be the hardest road 
that an Anglo-Saxon foot ever trod. A singular 
Bpeetacle is presented to ns to-day. There are two 
great .branches of the Anglo-Saxon race, the one 
here, and the other iu England, and God in-chain¬ 
ing them both to the performance of the same un¬ 
welcome duty. There stands England to-day, re¬ 
duced to a second-rate power in the affairs of Eu¬ 
rope, because she holds Ireland, and, after the in¬ 
justice of three hundred years, her Saxon pride 
will not acknowledge the civil equality of the Celt. 
We repeat the picture line by line. We stand -with 
the absolute and inevitable necessity of eliminating 
race from the statute-book, and putting the negro 
on the basis of civil equality, and we have the i 
Saxon prejudice that blindfolds us and endeavors j 
to persuade us to get rid of this disagreeable duty ; 
but as sure as the waters of the Lakes mingle in the 
Atlantic, so surely -will yon see Jew and Christian, 
infidel and believer, black and white, crowding up 
under the shelter of equal laws in one Constitution. 
(Cheers.) 

The only question is whether you will do it 
just when you have bought it with blood, or 
ther you will put aside all this sacrifice of wealth 
and treasure and have to do it all over again. There 
are a class of men who are frightened out of their 
propriety by two words—Africanism and negroism. 
Men say you will Africanize—negroize the South. 
Now, I would build up the South as soon as possi¬ 
ble ; but I would build her out of the best material, 


called j not a negro in the land ; ” but I am certain, if you 
keep the fidea before you, you will say just what 
history will tell you fifty years hence, that the great¬ 
est cause of gratitude to Almighty God from the 
hearts of the American people to-day is that there 
are four million loyal black men in the Southern 
States. If it were not for the presence of that ele¬ 
ment, there is not the remotest possibility, either 
in your day or mine, that we should ever see this 
nation reconstructed on a permanent basis. If the 
South were one homogeneous white race of twelve 
millions, the reconstruction of the'American nation 
would be twenty years distant. Phil. Sheridan 
spoke the exact truth when he said to the Bo 
Aldermen, “ So far as my opinion goes, I havei 
no loyalty at the South which was not covered by 
a black skin.” 

But we don’t need Sheridan’s testimony, 
don’t need any Congressional report. We don’t 
need any newspaper correspondence coining to 
from every quarter of the world. We don’t need 
the record of Gen. Grant or Gen. Sheridan that 
Texas is such a State that martial law is the only 
law capable of being enforced there. There is a 
keener, more delicate thermometer than Congress 
or correspondence, and you will find it in Wall street 
You will find it in capital. You will find it in the 
money-instinct of the world. The most delicate, 
the most unerring of all thermometers is capital. 
Capitalists can tell you the great convulsive hearings 
of the American mobocratic element, all along the 
seaboard and back to St. Louis, and can tell you 
whether there is danger to the country. Daniel 
Webster, in 1848, when fear was expressed as to the 
stability of the nation, pointed to the Stock Ex¬ 
change. Said he : “ The national securities have not 
varied in any money centre in Europe or at home 
by the one-tenth of one per cent. And as long as 
that is the fact, there is no use of any anxiety.” It 
just as true to day. I don’t want a Senate re¬ 
port. I don’t want a correspondent. I don’t want 
witness even like the lips of Sheridau. I know 
that as long as the great money centres of the World 
are unwilling to trust any amount of capital to sus¬ 
tain investment in a country, that country is in an 
unsatisfactory state. Capital knows the state of 
the world better than aDy other element. It knows 
Hie temper of the times and of the dominant race, 
and whether the state of the South is such that a 
dollar can or cannot safely go there. I tell you how 
you can know the state of the South better than by 
listening to the discussions of Congress—by going 
down to Wall street, and seeing whether there is 
anybody investing south of Mason and Dixon’s line, 
whether anybody will trust a million there. 
Why, sixty days before that sleeping, blundering, 
and coward Senate knows the condition of the 
South, Wall street will be making ten per cent, a 
day there. (Laughter.) They will know it before 
the telegraph brings the news of it. The South is 
the most attractive field of speculation in the world. 
Gold will double there quicker than in California 
any place else. The owners of capital in your 
city and in London are most aDxious to go down 
there. They stand on tip-toe watohiu g every thing, 
and try to_obtain ninety days ahead, the possibility 
of making ten per cent. Now, I know that there 
is no basis for civil government to reconstruct as 
long as business'says : “ That is tabooed, you can’t 
touch it—there is a quicksand of hale, plot and con¬ 
spiracy, which you can’t pave over, in these ten

But nothing has ever yet been obtained without 
an effort, and, perhaps, a long struggle. History 
cannot show a single instance in which a million 
five millions have ever rebelled for an idea, to give 
it up in one struggle. There is no such case on 
record. The facts are contrary. Look at Scotland 
against England, for 200 years ! Look at Ireland 1 
againstEngland,for300! Look at the Fronde against j 
Louis XIV—eleven rebellions ! Look at the Bour¬ 
bons against the Democrats of ’91 in France—four 
risings ! Do you think—with those three men j 
murdered at Manchester—they have crushed Irish ] 
hope and nationality out of the Irishmen of this 
continent or that? Of course not. The flame 
burns furiously, and every man whose blood | 
shed at Manchester is a million of men counted 
into the army of rebels. (Applause.) 

So it is with us. We should not recognize the

take ; but the man deserving our esteem is he who 
holds on to his opinion, so that you know what he 
In your own instance, Bull Bun did not change 
of your opinions. Forty Bull Buns would not 
change your opinions. If you were a Copperhead 
before, you became intensely so ; and, if you were 
Bepublican, it was the food on which you fed. 
When I heard of Bull Bun in a depot in Boston, I 
tossed my cap to the roof and cried out “Hurrah 
foi the safety of the Union; for at last the Declara¬ 
tion of Independence is bathed in blood, and 
therefore becomes the absolute sustenance of tbe 
AmgrinflTi people.” The bugle notes were then 
sounded, proclaiming the fight the result of which 
was to make all men equal, as they were created to 
be. (Applause.) Opposed to us was South Carolina, 
who believed in the justice of her cause just as 
much as we did in ours. I could carry you to Sa¬ 
vannah to-day, take yon a mile from the city, and 
show you a woman 60 years old, whose income was 
390,000 a year, all of which she gave up, beside 
her husband and two children, to the cause she 
had at heart. And to-day, with delicate hands, 
she works from morning till night to get bread for 
her grand-children. She was sincere. If you 
want better evidence of sincerity, look to the bat¬ 
tle-field. The, teqderest, the most merciful, the 
kindest of all the angels, is death. The greatest 
curse God could have indicted on this race would 
be to allow a man to live 1,000 years. H people 
lived so old, no younger head would have the 
courage to utter his conviction in the presence of a 
score of men 1,000 years old, saying, “ We know 
it is not so.” 

The waves of human progress are fast advancing, 
and God gives ns to-day a corner-stone upon which 
to rest the machine of reconstruction—the blacks— 
that xrill enable ns to hold on to the South. The 
great influences of civilization in the nineteenth 
century—capital, literature, school-enterprise—can 
assist and mold out some of the growing material, 
at least prepare its children to be American citi¬ 
zens ; but the sooner you get that negro element as 
the foundation for reconstruction, the sooner the 
problem is achieved. I had the other day under 
my roof the representatives of five Scotch capital¬ 
ists, who carried half a million of pounds to 
Western Tennessee to plantations there, and to the 
Cumberland mines, to purchase them. They had 
nearly completed their purchase, when, travelling 
one-and-a-half miles in one direction, and two 
miles in another, over the ground they had passed, 
they found that, within two days, on the one hand 
three, and on the other four, attempts had taken 
place to murder Union men—attempts so little 
thought of as to he even uninvestigated. After 
what they had seen, they buttoned up their pock¬ 
ets and went home with their pounds. What is 
the use of sentiment ? What is the use of meta¬ 
physics ? What is the use of the thin and unsub¬ 


stantial prejudices of race, this useless talk about 
the negro ? We are Yankees, Americans, 
brains and enterprise ; men who when one thing 
fails turn to another ; men never at fault, never 
checkmated, always able to achieve onr purpose. 
Somehow.or other, here we stand in a position 
such as many a nation has been in before. Shall 
we repeat their example among ourselves for 
nobler purpose, rising to the level of a more intel¬ 
lectual comprehension ? Shall these American 
people, by their conduct, admit not haring learned 
enough from a war of five long years ? 

No matter what they may think of him, Presi¬ 
dent Johnson leads the Trumbulls and the Sher¬ 
mans, the Fessendens and the Conklings, the 
Edmundses and the other Conservative Bepnbli- 
cans of to-day. There are but two camps; one 
acknowledges that there is no other exit from the 
present difficulty but by upholding the negro, and 
the other .still repeats the cuckoo cry of “ white 
man’s government. ” The President of the United 
States, after five years of battling—whicb, if it 
means anything, means that it is an effort of 
tion, under the providence of God, to drag out the 
idea of race from their civil machinery—the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States sends us a paper dated 
December, 1867, which apparently he must have 
picked up from some drawer which Mr. Buchanan 
Franklin Pierce left filled.. (Laughter.) He 
laughs at what the nation calls the statesmanship 
of the country, and tells us that this is a white 
l*8 government, but that the negro is to be pro¬ 
tected and treated very generously, everything is 
to be kindly arranged for him ; and then, with em- 
emphatic propriety, with wonderful consistency 
(remember it is Andrew Johnson—it is the An¬ 
drew of the 4th of March— it is the Andrew that 
swuDg around the circle), he adds so appropri¬ 
ately to this advice that we are bound to be very 
careful of his morals ! (Laughter.) And that is 
the flag under which sails every man who under¬ 
takes to postpone by any measures of conciliation, 
by any policy of timidity, the grappling with the 
whole of this question tc-day. He leads Congress. 
Congress has a sham outside. It has an apparent 
adhesion to negro suffrage in its reconstruction 
policy, that is very apparent; for when the cau¬ 
cus, which undertook to settle the question, whether 
negro suffrage should enter the great plan of Con¬ 
gress, met in the Senate Chamber, it was equally 
divided, 14 to 14 ; and on one Senator saying, 

Well, if yon do not allow us to report in that 
shape to the Senate, I shall move it in the Senate 
Chamber,” one man changed his vote ; 15 to 13 
was the close, tiny majority by which Congress 
pledged itself on a point which enables ns to dis¬ 
tinguish it from the President: otherwise they are 
mixed in an unconscionable muddle. Only 16 to 
13, and in that 13, in that marvelously large mi¬ 
nority of 13, were included all the Senators whose 
—almost all the Senators, one or'two excepted— 
whose names rise to your mind when yon speak of 
the statesmen of the Bepublican party—the lead¬ 
ers of the Bepublican party. Have in the White 
House a man whose bias is the other way, a man 
whose prejudices or associations gravitate against 
this final, immediate, and ntter settlement of the 
question, and he has behind him the strength of 
the Senate, reluctantly marshaled on this platform, 
but ready at any moment to surrender it to what 
they consider a wiser or more available policy. 

Congress has spent two long years in the avowed 
object of checkmating the President, on the ground 
that he could not be trusted with the power of a 
President. The XXXIXth and XLth have spent 
every hour of thoir official lives which has not been 
wasted—every hour, in the effort to put on the 
statute-books laws which would take from the 
President the usual power of a President. They 
have patiently, systematically been at work, build¬ 
ing up a machine which impedes the President, 
impedes him from all power such as the Constitu¬ 
tion endows him with, on the ground that the 
dividual who holds the qffice can not bo trusted 
with its powers ; and when we said to them, why, 
instead of thus worrying your victim, don’t you 
strangle him ? why, instead of like the cat, per¬ 
petually plaguing your captive, don’t you cut his 
head off? they said, “the public won’t bear it. 
We are going to follow the policy of checkmating | 
the President, and then it won’t be necessary ' 
impeach him.” But in pursuing that policy, they 
have forfeited all the support and stirred on f 
President’s side all the sympathy of the nation; 
that to-day Congress stands with all the evil done 
that impeachment in 1866 would have resulted 
and none of the good obtained. They have taken 
a course with this affected claim of superior states¬ 
manship and tried it. It has not answered its 
purpose, and it has produced all the difficulties 
that the opposite would have done. 

More than that—at the same moment, the Presi¬ 
dent, looking at these statutes passed over his head 
by a two-thirds vote, undertakes, in the full face 
of the nation, to trample them under his foot, to 
defy Congress and to fling its laws in its face, to 
take the very man in whose behalf, and for whose 
protection this Civil Office Tenure bill was passed— 
Edwin Stanton (applause), and put him out of 1 
office. Congress leaves him out of office. I would 
not bet a sixpence that he will ever go back to 
office. There is no sign at Washington that there 
is any courage in either House to vindicate this 
Civil Qffice bill. Why, when the English Parlia¬ 
ment met in the.daysof Charles L, the very first 
hour of its session it took up in five minutes the 
act which Charles I. had undertaken to violate. 
It listened to nothing; it neither adjourned 
asked for a message ; it neither appointed commit¬ 
tees or did any other of the usual routine of the 
House of Commons; its first voice heard in the 
hall was ‘ ‘ where is the law we passed last session ? 
and, if this Senate had meant any thing—if Andrew 
Johnson had not cowed them beneath his heels, 
the first voice heard in that Senate chamber when 
they met in November would have been, “Where 
Edwin M. Stanton and the Civil Tenure bill ? ”

It gave the Presi¬ 
dent, in his last message relating to Stanton’s re¬ 
moval, the advantage of the argument and the 
mastership of Hie situation, because, if anything 
they said had been believed by them, if any action 
robbing him of his constitutional powers had had 
excuse, the result was impeachment, and when 
they ignored the result they denied the logic. 
Congress stands to-day like a school-boy that has 
forgotten his task. It has nothing to say that will 
hold water a moment agates t the argument of 
Andrew Johnson, because be answers their preten- 
with their action. Congress is nothing but the 
ie on the meeting-house—only tells which way 
the wind blows. It is ruled by a dozen men, whose 
names, even, nobody knows—twenty of that mass 
that wriggle away np there nobody knows how ; 
and who, when they go out, go out like a rocket, 
nobody knows where ; these are the men that, 
holding the balance of power, undertake to drag 
the ermine of those noble names that are trying to 
leave aBright record for their children to look back 
to, down into this kennel! 

ngress is nothing. If it were anything, if 
the leaders of the Bepublican party were any¬ 
thing, it is not that miserable blunderer of the 
White House, upon whose head we should visit 
auy of the faults of the present situation. I don’t 
think so little of my fellow-countrymen as to be¬ 
lieve that a mere third-rate comer politician of 
benighted Tennessee could checkmate the Ameri¬ 
can people. It is not that. It is because, in the 
great struggle of ’64, which resulted in the present 
Administration, Hie Bepublican party was willing 
to forget its own principles, its own vigilance—and 
sleep; for the sake of what it esteemed concilia¬ 
tion. God cursed conciliation to the bottomless 
pit! (Laughter and cheers.) 

Conciliation ! To conciliate somebody who can¬ 
not be summoned into a palpable shape has been 
the nightmare of the American people ever since 
In order to conciliate nobody knows who, we 
sent an honest Yankee back to Maine, and we put 
our hands to digging down into the blood-mixed 
soil of Tennessee to find a creature whom we put 
in a spot whero deoent men fall down and do him 
reverence. He don’t do any harm. The sot that 
home in the morning twilight doesn’t do 
anybody harm. He is a warning and not an exam¬ 
ple. (Cheers.) It is the Senator, and the respecta¬ 
ble man that sits down with him side by side in 
the(grog-shop, that does the harm. It is the Wil¬ 
sons and the Fessendens, it is the Grants and the 
Stantons who—in the hour when the people in their 
anxiety were trying to peer into the heart of 
Andrew Johnson, and find out whether he was a 
rebel, or a mistaken friend—covered him with the 
skirts of their popularity, and said, “ Wait.” That 
was the laudanum that made ns dead and put us to 
sleep. It is Ulysses Grant that makes Andrew 
Johnson President to-day. 

And the hardest sight to a man whose heart is in 
this problem, is tbe attitude of the nation before 
that successful soldier. I would not take a leaf 
from his laurels. Yon may put him higher than 
Wellington, and, on one scale, superior to either 
the Cfesars or the Bonapartes ; but I will not com¬ 
plain. It is not a general, nor a captain, nor a cor¬ 
poral that we want to-day, but a man who knows 
this problem, and sees it rightly. To-day we pre¬ 
sent to the world the marvellous spectacle of a na¬ 
tion that has sent out its eldest-born to the grave 
and taken its garnered wealth and scattered it to 
the winds, in order to accomplish a purpose ; and 
the very eve, the moment of the accomplish¬ 
ment, is shutting its eyes and bandaging its eyelids, 
and about to trust futurity to a man whose only 
fame is his reticence. You have lived to see nine¬ 
ty-nine out of a hundred of the American journals 
praise the reticence of an American statesman ! 
Now I can understand reticence at Moscow. The 
Emperor has a right to be reticent. There is only 
one man in that empire who has a right to think. 
Bonaparte consults his dignity when he is reticent, 
for he does not allow anybody else in Paris to think. 
Bat we live in a country where every man bears hi 
his right hand that ballot which is a check on his 
title and his duty to think. We live in a country 
which is the representative of six millions of votes, 
six millions of convictions ; and it is in such a coun¬ 
try as that, in its most critical moment, that a press 
which undertakes to lead it says, the glory of the 
country is the man whn does not condescend to tell 
us what he thinks. Why, here is a man whose 
great historic fame and word is, “ I will fight it out 
on this line if it last forever; neither heaven nor 
hell aba!! move me from my purpose.” And here 
are twenty millions of people, who have put their 
children into the scale, abont to trustlthat man with 
the helm, and they do not claim the right to say, 
“ Sir, on what line do you intend to fight it out ? ” 
(Applause.) Yes, Grant stands up and tells his fel¬ 
low-citizens : “-I shan’t condescend to tell you 
where I am going to lead you.” 

We loved Lincoln with all his faults, because his 
face was towards the light, and what he did not 
know to-day he learned, and was always wiser to¬ 
morrow than he was yesterday. Hxs soul opened 
from every quarter to the influences of Providence 
and events. And we have exchanged him for a 
man incapable either of forgetting or of leammg- 
(laugbter) —a man with his face not only toward the 
darkness that bathes him, but, worse still; the na¬ 
tion proposes to complete the trinity by a man who 
does not know which way his face is—of whom it 
boasts with great pride that we have got an Ameri¬ 
can who don’t know which way he looks. (Laugh¬ 
ter. ) When I was in the West last Spring, and was
